Slack 
for the following clipping from the 
San 
Antonio 
Light. 
The 
Sam 
Slack refered to is an unde of R. 
A. Slack, Jim 's father. 
A letter written by D. W. Cloud 
one of the martyrs of the Alamo, 
just a few months 
before 
Santa 
A nnas army inhilated the faithful 
little band and inspired 
the “Re­ 
member the Alamo" battle cry that 
later struck terror into the bosoms 
of thn Mexican host« on the banks 
of the Buffalo Bayou 
at 
San Ja­ 
cinto, is in the possession 
of Sam 
C. Slack of 
San 
Antonio, 
great 
nephew of Uie writer. 
It is, Mr. 
Slade says, one of his most cherish­ 
ed posessions and there is not suf­ 
ficient money to buy it, 
D. W. Cloud 
wrote 
from New 
Nfechitocheg« La., 
(addressing 
his 
‘brother at Russelville, Logan county, 
Ky., 
The letter bears date of Dec­ 
em ber 26. 1885, and 
slightly mors 
than a month later, the writer was 
with Crockett and Bowie within the 
walls of the Alamo in which it was 
decreed that all should die. At the 
time Cloud was but 28 
year» of 
age and in company with » man 
named Bailey had made an over­ 
land trip from Kentucky southward* 
At Natchitoches, La., he wrote for 
the last time to his folks. 
Then 
be came on to San Antonio and im- 
updated his life 
for 
Texas. His 
family never heard from him again 
and the letter ha» descended until it 
Is now in the hands of Mr. Slack. 
Cloud's name, however, is engraved 
with other glorious names on the 
monument at Austin, erected to tho 
memory of the Alamo victims. 
Describe» Trip Southward. 
..Cloud's last letter describes his trip 
through various states and give» a 
keen insight 
into 
the 
conditions, 
both political and economical, that 
•existed in the United States and the 
southeastern state» about that time. 
Cloud's description of legal phases 
encountered is interesting, 
as 
he 
wa» a member of 
the 
bar, and 
throws much light 
on contempor­ 
aneous history. 
The letter folows: 
“Beloved Brother. A long time 
»has elapsed since we have parted, 
and long before this period 
I ex­ 
pected to write to you; but continual 
traveling and employment have pre­ 
vented. 
“After 
leaving Uncle 
Louis' 
in 
Missouri, which we did on November 
29, we journeyed south. 
I left the 
fam ily well, except grandma, who 
was 
extremely 
ill. 
1 have no 
idea that she yet lives. 
She had 
blankets and every kind of comfor­ 
table clothing and 
all that 
aunt 
could do to alleviate her suffering 
w aj done. 
We set off before Aunt 
Rice and her family arrived, but 
were informed they had good health 
and enough to eat and wear. 
Illinois Soil Very Good. 
“Now you wish me to say some­ 
thing of the countries through which 
we have traveled, vix.: Illinois, Mis­ 
souri, Arkansas and Louisiana. The 
soil of Illinois, north of 38 degrees, 
is the best I ever saw and, from all 
th a t I can learn, the best 
body of 
land on earth of the same extent. 
The water is abundant and may be 
called good. 
Yankees, Kentuckians and Ohioans 
are filing up the state with a rapid­ 
ity unparalleled in the history of the 
west. 
I saw on the farms as good 
houses, 
barns, 
wagons, 
ploughs, 
horses, men. women 
and 
children, 
beds and furniture in Illinois 
as I 
ever saw in Kentucky. 
I view this 
state at no distant day far in ad­ 
vance of any western state except 
Ohio. 
Law Docket« Not Heavy. 
“The reasons which causes u» to 
travel on were, briefly, these: First, 
our curiosity was 
manifested; sec­ 
ond, law dockets 
were 
not large, 
fees low, and Yankee lawyers numer­ 
ous; third the coldness of the cli­ 
mate. 
Missouri , like Illinois, has 
too much prairie and unlike her, has 
very poor prairies. 
“West of 15 degrees west longi­ 
tude from 
Washington 
city, 
the 
lands along both side» of the Mis­ 
souri river, about the depth of one 
county, including 
Boone, 
Howard. 
Carroll, Ray, Clay and Clinton on 
the north and Conner, Saline,

for 
not 
stopping in Missouri: First, we were 
displeased 
with the

any other in the union for its popu­ 
lation, us 1 wa« inform«'!I by one of 
the judges 
of the

Hardly a stalk in the 
entire 90 acre patch 
showed 
any 
signs of ru t. while the oats on the 
other 10 acres, 
according to 
Miss 
Cunningham were literally covered 
with it, fully one third of the stalks 
having no grains on them at all, and 
the quality was very poor. 
Miss Cunningham estimates 
that 
the yield from the s>ed 
that were 
treated will he 
at 
least 
a 
third 
heavier per acre. It costs only four 
cents per acre, she stated to treat 
the seed while the returns would at 
least be five dollars more per acrv 
If the farmers all over the county 
would treat their 
seed 
oats, 
Miss 
Cunningham said, it would result tn 
an annual profit of $50,000 or more. 
One pint of formaldehyde 
to 40 
gallons of w'ater was used. The oats 
were wet with this by the use of a 
small sprinkler and required only a 
small amount of labor.
